But my strength to-night will 
only permit me to briefly discuss the first three 
and that only in a cursory manner. [am not one of 
those who believe that the doctrine of estate rights 
was utterly destroyed by the war. The luminous 
mind of that great statesman whojsits at the other 
end 0 iis capitol, am! whose long 
life of public service nas been 
so fittingly crowned, has erected forhis people a 
monumeutén: lasting refutation of thisclaim. The 
stalwart republican party insists that the results of 
the war was the absolute and en- 
tire destruction of the rights of 
the states, and thatthe union is now a nation of 
which stetes are partsjas counties are parts ofa 
the state. I sey “‘stalwart’’ advisable, because I do 
not believe the conseryative wing of the republican 
party goes te this extreme; and I believe it will 
yet join tae democratic party in saving and pro- 
tecting our grand dual system of government from 
the teundemeies and purposes of stalwartism. The 
decision of the conflict of armies did-destroy the 
peaceable righ of secession, but it did not 
establish the peaceable right of .consolida- 
tion. For one { do not believe 
that the power to destroy the union by secession. 
was reserved to the states, except by .unanimous 
comusent. Nor was the power to destroy the states 
delegated to the geverai government, either by con- 
sent or won by foree of arms 

Whatever may Rave been the honest difference 
existing betweeu patriotic men prior to 1861 on this 
subject, the amendments to our constitution 
waiving every objection to.the form of.their adop- 
tion, has ferever settled the fact that we are irre- 
vocably and indisselubly beund togetherin a union 
that can only be diss. lved by thatright which Mr. 
Hamilton declares is above all form of government, 
the rightof revolution. ‘The people of the south, 
and the democratic party, submit cheerfully 
to that decision. Butthey hold and wiil eve- 
maintain that this isa federal government, ‘‘an in 
destructible union, of indes‘ructible states.’’ ‘‘The 
stars on our national lag make oue constellation. 
And one star differeth from anether star in glory.

Proudiy elated 
with the factin her history that no croker Can suc- 
cessfully deny, that our sublime resistance to the 
federal oppression was the first thing that gave our 
people and from us, gave the peopie of the other 
sonthern states a hope that there was a better 
day for us. From that day we have steadily ad 
vanced and at this very night the ela 
tion of bhearts—our 
enterprise. The proud standing and reputation of

now see all over the state? What has resurrected 
from its log sleep the mining interests of seorgia, 
that promise soon to rival the achievements of Cal 
ifornia?

If you were at this instant to allow me to change 
the business of this meeting and turn auctioneer, 
before I left this stage I could sell your assets to the 
highest bidder and pay the last dollar of debt the 
atate of Georgia owed. From outside and unlooked 
for sources, we have in these gloomy six years 
brought into the treasury more than a quarter 
million of dollars. We have had paid of back taxes 
by railroads fully $200,000, and secured 
$40,000 annual enhancement op the railroad 
tax. Firstand last there has been a saving and 
clear gain to our state in thisepoch of six years of 
sadness and gloom not less than 3,000,000 oi dollars 
Look a moment at the inroads we hawe been steadi- 
ly making on the illiteracy of our people. Sixty- 
ene thousand more scholars now have the chance 
of education than before my elevation to the exec- 
utive office. Our bonds stands as firm as the root- 
ed boulder at 113, and if there is a state in this un- 
ion whose credit is higher, I will pay something for 
the information.

‘THE EAST AND WEST. 


SOMETHING ABOUT A NEW GEOR- 
GIA RAILROAD. 


A Trip Over the Line «f East and West Bailroad of 
Alabams—New Coal Fielde—Iwo Accidente on 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia Reailroad—Killed at Athens, 


Special to The Constitution. 

CrpDARTOWN, November 13.—Having occa- 
sion to visit Ashville, St. Clair county, Ala- 
bama, last week, I determined to make the 
trip over the line of the East and West rail- 
road, of Alabama. And as this road will be 
of great importance, not only tothe section 
through which it passes, but also to the min- 
eral region of north Georgia and the section 
of country between this point and the At- 
lantic coast, in giving an abundant and 
cheap supply of fuel for their develop- 
ment, I thought that a brief description of its 
location and resources would be of interest to 
your readers. This company was organized 
under the laws of the state of Alabama, at 
a stockholders’ meeting held at the town of 
Tecumseh, on the 14th day of February, 1882, 
when the following officers were elected: E. 
F. Browning, N. Y., president, A. G. West, 
Cedartown, vice president; M. R. Crow, N. 
» = secretary ; J. Hull Browning, 
N. Y., treasurer; and the following 
board of directors to wit: 

E. F. Browning, A. G. West, W. 5b. Shat- 
tuck, John W. Inzer, J. Hull Browning, John 
Postell and W. C. Browning. A preliminary 
survey of the line was made soon after under 
the direction of Captain John Postell, man. 
ager of the company, and a very favorable 
line was obtained, a portion of which has 
since been put under contract and is 
now in process of construction, 
The route selected for the East and West rail- 
road leaves the state line between Georgia and 
Alabama ata point near Esom Hill in Polk 
county, Georgia, to which the present Chero- 
kee railroad will soon be extended from Ce- 
dartown, and which will give this road its 
eastern connection for its business; thence 
passing through a country rich in mineral, 
timber and agricultural] products, crosses the 
Selma, Rome and Daiton railroad 
near Cross’ Plains; thence through 
a similar country to the Coosa river which it 
crosses about six miles below Greensport. 
The Coosa river at this crossing is said to af- 
ford one of the finest water powers in the 
south. The line now enters St. Clair county, 
Alabama in what is known as the Coosa 
coal field, the most easterly of any in the 
state of Alabama, and whichit is said 


‘ contains one hunderd square miles of coal. 


Traversing this field for the distance of 
seven miles, the ‘‘Ragland mines’’ are reach- 
ed, These mines are located on Trout creek 
and were mined extensively during the late 
war. Some 50 tons of coal were taken out 
and boated down the Coosa river to Mobile, 
where owing to its superior quality it was pre- 
ferred by the confederate government for the 
manufacture of ordnance, c. 7 

The coal in these mines measures an aver- 
age of thirty-six inches thick and according 
to Mr. W. A. Gould who worked them, the 
seam is uniform, and rises from the creek at 
an inclination of one foot in eight, giving per- 
fect natural drainage. 

Your correspondent was informed that ar- 
rangements are now being made to have these 
mines in full operation by the time the road 
is finished to that point. 

THE COAL VEINS. 

Thence the line passes up Trout creek 
through the mountains dividing the waters 
of that creek from those of the Broken Arrow 
until it reaches the head waters of no Busi- 
ness creek, a tributary of the latter stream.

Mr. W. A. Gould, who is probably the best 
practical miner in Alabama, worked in these 
tields about five years, during which time he 
opened the Ragland mines and those on 
Broken Arrow. 

The writer saw a statement made by him in 
writing, in which he states that the coal of 
this field can be worked cheaper, and is of 
better quality than any in the Cahaba fields, 
and that ‘‘no purer coal can be found any- 
where,”’ 

This coal said to contain sixteen per 
cent more fixed carbon than the Coal Creek 
coal—and three per cent. ash. Its 
analysis shows only one per cent. 
of sulphur, and no appreciable amount 
of phosphorus coke make from it would con- 
tain only a half per cent sulphur. From these 
facts it would seem that this is the best coai 
that has yet been discovered for the manu 
facture of iron and other mechanical purposes. 

NEARNESS TO MARKET.

state of Alabama it will be nearer by the line 
of the Kast and West railroad 
to tbe iron districts of north Georgia 
and northeast Alabama, and to the cities of 
Rome, Atlanta, Augusta, Macon, Charleston 
and Savannah,than any other.’For example, it 
is estimated that this coal can be delivered in 
the city of Atlanta for manufacturing purposes 
at something less than three dollars per ton. 

The average distance from these coal fields 
to Atlanta is about 140 miles. 

The country along the whole line of this 
road abounds in timber of a fine quality and 
is rich in agricultural products, which, to- 
gether with the coal, will doubtless supply 
abundant freights to the new road.

eign corporation should hold title 
than 5,000 acres of land in Georgia 

[t issupposed that the object had in view 
was to prevent any one person from  pur- 
chasing large bodies of timber lands in south 
Georgia. but private bankers, joint stock 
companies and individual millionaires are 
left free to purchase as much as they please. 

That act of 1876 is a very unnecessary one 
and it working a great injury to the peo- 
le of this state, in this: that it tends direct- 
ly to prohibit capital from coming into the 
State le investment. 

About a year ago an agent of some northern 
banks came to this state for the purpose of 
loaning money to planters, to be secured by 
titles to farming nade and he proposed to 
loan fora long term and at 8 per cent interest 
besides expenses of making the loan, and in 
all not to exceed the rate of 10 per cent per 
annum. But the above act drove him intoan 
adjoining state to make his loans. At the 
same time private banks and individuais are 
making loans secured in the same way at an 
interest of about 15 = cent perannum. The 
policy of the state should be to invite capital 
and not repelit. Let us have competition, 
and to that end let this act be amenbel-at once.

There was little attempt at more rhetorical 
display, for there was too much of fact and 
argument necessary to be said to waste any 
time in eloquent flourishes. The speech was 
a complete answer to the sham charges of his 
opponents, and destroyed utterly the 
assumption that the state has been under 
ring rule or; that it is _ boss-ridden, 
or that its affairs have been administered 
weakly or corruptly. Taking the financial 
condition of the state he showed that there 
was not the slightest excuse for any specifica- 
tion of the general charge in thatdepartment 
of atfairs. In the social aspect of the people, 
the moral condition of the state and its citi- 
zens, the general peace and contentment that 
pervaded every section, there is just as little 
ground for the charge of disaffection or boss 
rule orcorruption.

~ ‘nder a resolution adopted by the legisla- 
ture yesterday theelection to fill the unex- 
pired term of the late Senator B. H. Hill 
will be the first election held to-day. There 
are only two candidates for the short teri, 
Hon. Pope Barrow,,of. Clarke county, and 
Mr. B. H. Hill, Jr., of Fulton, son of the late 
B. H. Hill. The friends of eachof the candi- 
dates have been quite active since the session 
begun. We have published the speech of 
Mr. Barrow, and publish inthis issue the 
speech of Mr. Hill. 

Mr. Barrow is making the race on his own 
merits, and as he is a very popular young 
man, notonly in his own district, but all over 
the state, his friends are quite confident offhis 
success. As an evidence of his popularity 
the vote on the resolution to bring on the 
election for the short term was introduced and 
urged by his friends in both branches of the 
general assembly. Mr. Hill’s friends are 
equally sanguine of hiselections, and rely on 
the friendship of many members of the legis- 
lature for his father. The question will be 
settled to-day which of these two men will be 
the senator for the short term.

We have been asked why we failed to print 
the speech of Mr. Black, delivered in is 
city last Friday night. As the friends of this 
gifted gentlemen are in the habit of holding 
indignation meetings upon the slightest pro- 
vocation, we make haste to lay our reasons 
before the public.

CONSTITUTION announced last Sunday that it would 


twenty-four coun ties, election 
districts, each ot which had to be visited specially 
To set the returns from some of the counties in 
both districts two mountain ranges had to be 
crossed and the journey made on horseback, the 
roughness of the roads, combined with the dark- 
ness, making it difficult, in fact impossible, to pur- 
sue the journey in‘any other mannerthan on 
horseback. Yhe returns had first to be collected 
from each district by a single courier. A certain 
numberof these couriers met generally by counties 
and handed their figures to another, who carried 
them to some central place, accessible by railroad, 
telephone or telegraph, where five or six counties 
were taken in charge. AJ! this required a 
most perfect adjustment of detail in which every 
man, horse, engine and wire must have been taken 
into consideration. Afterthe whole plan had been 
mapped out engines on four railroads were char- 
tered, two special telegraph offices were located 
and the services of 250 men and aboutas many 
horses were levied upon. The same elements whic 
conspired against the Sun showed no favor to the 
CONSTITUTION. The night was dark and drizzly. 
One man rode 18 miles, another 22, another 26, an- 
other 19, another 23, another another 
20, another 17, another 41 and another 44. These 
routes were from county siles, and from 
the latter the different election dis- 
tricts are distant from 5to 20 miles.

Tremendous Explosivn of a Safe—A Pedestriag Arrest- 
ed on Suspicion. 

LITTLE Rock, November 13.—A special to the Ga 
zette from Hot Springs says ‘hat on Sunday morn- 
ing at 2 o'clock a terrific explosion was heard 
in McB. O’Brien & Co's. store. A policeman who 
entered the building discovered that the iron safe 
had been blown open and that the desk, doors and 
windows of the rear of the building were also 
blown to fragments and heaped togetherin a con- 
fused mass.

ger. The collision occurred off Beachy Head 
early this morning. The Westphalia is mak- 
ing water rapidly. She will be docked to- 
morrow morning at daylight. The impres- 
sion gains ground that another great steam- 
ship disaster has occurred. It is believed 
that the steamer with which the Westphalia 
collided has sunk with all on board. A boat 
of the Westphalia, which is also missing, con- 
tained an officer andsix men. It is supposed 
that they are also drowned. It Was in- 
tensely dark at the time of the cullision. The 
Westphalia experienced heavy wind and sea 
whife making for Portsmouth. The West- 
phalia had ninety passenger on board at the 
time of the collision. Besides a large hole in 
the port bow extending to below the water 
line. there are several small holes on the star- 
board. The bulk head was stove in. Both 
steam and manual pumps had to be kept 
going from 1:30 o’clockin the morning, when 
the collisien occurred, until the vessel reach- 
ed Portsmouth this afternoon, Otherwise 
the steamer could not stop.

In Regular Monthly Seutea~ The Guardtana Accept 
Two Kesignations and Accept Official Keporta.
